In his first year at the helm of the 
Horned Frogs, TCU head coach Sonny 
Dykes led the program to a 13-1 record 
and a Big 12 Championship appearance 
en route to collecting at least seven 
National Coach of the Year awards, 
including the Associated Press, Walter 
Camp, Eddie Robinson, ESPN Home 
Depot, Sporting News, CBS Sports and 
The Stallings Award. 

Picked to finish seventh in the Big 
le preseason media poll, Dykes led 
the Frogs to their first appearance in 
the College Football Playoff with a No. 
3 ranking, becoming just the second 
team to advance to the Playoff 
after starting the season unranked 
(Michigan, 2021-22). 

Dykes is only the THIRD HEAD

FOR THE FOUR TEAMS AND THEIR MASCOT NAMES THAT MADE 
THIS YEAR’S COLLEGE FOOTBALL PLAYOFF, 


The first mention of “Bulldogs” in association with Georgia occurred on November 28, 1901, at the Georgia- 
Auburn football game. The Georgia fans “had a badge saying ‘Eat’em Georgia’ and a picture of a bulldog 
tearing a piece of cloth.” However, it was not until November 3, 1920, when Morgan Blake, a sportswriter 
for the Atlanta Journal, wrote a story about school nicknames for football teams and proposed that “the 
Georgia Bulldogs would sound good because there is a certain dignity about a bulldog, as well as ferocity.” 
Shortly thereafter, another news story appeared in the Atlanta Constitution in which the name “Bulldogs” 
was used several times to describe the Georgia football team, and the nickname has been used since. 


MICHIGAN WOLVERINES 


As early as 1861, Michigan students began referring to themselves as “Wolverines.” How the animal 
adopted as the mascot remains a mystery, but there are several theories. Former Michigan coach Fielding 
H. Yost felt in 1944 the reason for the nickname concerned the trading of wolverine pelts which occurred 
at Sault Ste. Marie. Albert H. Marckwardt then wrote in 1952 that the “wolverine” name is based on 
Michigan being first settled by the French in the late 1700s. The appetites of the French were judged to be 
“wolverine-like,” and the nickname was given. One final theory derives from the border dispute between 
Michigan and Ohio in 1803. While the two sides argued over the state line, Michiganders were called 
wolverines. It’s possible that Michigan natives pinned this name upon themselves to show their tenacity 
and strength. 


TCU HORNED FROGS 


The Texas horned lizard is the largest of the 15 species found in the United States. Commonly referred 

to as a horned toad or horned frog, the name comes from their round body, short snout and pronounced 
stance. Texas horned lizards are mostly found in their namesake of Texas and the surrounding states and 
northern Mexico. When the yearbook staff of the then-named AddRan Christian University was looking to 
name its annual in 1897, football began at the university the year before and legend has it that the field 
was covered in the small-but-mighty horned lizards. It seemed a perfect match. Legend also has it that the 
second-place choice for a mascot was another staple of Central Texas - the cactus. Although the first few 
editions were lost, the TCU library still has editions of The Horned Frog Yearbook dating back to 1905. 


Gee Ohio is commonly referred to as the Buckeye State due to the prevalence of Ohio Buckeye trees within the 
~  state’s borders. In 1953, the Ohio legislature designated the Aesculus glabra or the Ohio Buckeye as Ohio's 
official state tree. The tree is called the Buckeye tree because its nuts resemble the shape and color of a 
deer’s eye. The Buckeye tree is relatively common to Ohio, growing especially well along rivers and streams 
and in floodplains. Ohioans have referred to themselves as Buckeyes since at least the presidential 
election of 1840, when Ohio resident William Henry Harrison won the presidency. Harrison's supporters 
carved campaign souvenirs out of Buckeye wood to illustrate their support for their fellow Ohioan.

the confetti falls and Christian Wilkins is doing a 
split on the field because Clemson has won. What 
it means for the coaches. What it means to the 
players. What it meant to see Georgia after 42 
years win a championship and the same thing for 
Clemson after a similar drought is one of those 
moments for me. To chronicle the Nick Saban years 
because people are going to think it’s impossible. 
It’s like talking about what (Knute) Rockne or 
(Frank) Leahy did. To be able to have your voice 
attached to a moment - I don’t think about legacies 
at all - but there’s an amazing sense of pride in 
being attached to that moment in some way.

A. I was deathly sick with the flu when Tua 
(Tagovailoa) hit Devonta Smith with a walk-off, 
41-yard touchdown pass. That specific situation is 
once in a career, if you’re very lucky. So on a second- 
and-26 bomb after getting sacked and making one 
of the worst plays ever - a 16-yard sack on the first 
play of overtime - and then throw a touchdown pass 
on the next play. The game was a blur. I don’t even 
remember stretches of the game. I had a bad fever 
and I was very sick and in a normal game I might not 
have been there, but you don’t miss a playoff game. 
So that moment, I'll never forget.

DO YOU THINK OF THE BUFFS HIRING DEION 
SANDERS AS COACH? 


A. We know that the substance is wins and what 
you do when you have your roster assembled. But 
it has to start with hope and then hope becomes 
belief.

ACITEMEN: 


Those who believe a certain basketball tournament is the sole 
distributor of madness in college sports have received a big 
surprise during this year’s College Football Playoff. Fans have 
been treated to some high drama and wild excitement so far, and 
it’s likely the national championship showdown between Georgia 
and TCU will provide even more thrills. 

The Horned Frogs outlasted Michigan in a Playoff Semifinal 
with more twists and turns than the most treacherous mountain 
road, while Georgia rallied from 14 points down to overcome Ohio 
State in its quest to become the first repeat national champion 
since Alabama in 2011-1e. 

“Tf you would have told me that when we were down whatever we 
were down in the fourth, I would have been like, ‘You are crazy,” 
Bulldogs quarterback Stetson Bennett said when asked what 
being in another title game would be like. “But we'll see you there.” 

The Dawgs will tangle with a TCU team that excelled on both 
sides of the ball against Michigan, scoring touchdowns on two 
interception returns and piling up 488 yards - 263 on the ground 
- against the vaunted Wolverine defense. 

“What a hell of a football game,” first-year TCU coach Sonny 
Dykes said. “Big play after big play after big play, after 
momentum swing. But the big thing we did: We answered.” 

The Frogs became the first team unranked in the preseason to 
reach the CFP and to advance to the title game and have made 
a remarkable turnaround under Dykes, after going 3-6 in Big le 
play last year. 

Before the 202e season began, few - if any - media 
prognosticators thought TCU would be a factor in the Big 12 
race, much less become the first-ever Texas school to reach the 
College Football Playoff.

Nearly five months later, those “experts” look pretty silly. No 
wonder Dykes was named the national Coach of the Year, and 
quarterback Max Duggan earned a trip to New York as a Heisman 
finalist. All year long, the Frogs displayed grit, toughness and a 
winning attitude that has put them in position to win it all. 

“It feels good, being a Texas guy, obviously the state of Texas 
means a lot to me,” Dykes said. “The history of college football in 
the state of Texas means a lot to me. To be the first team from 
Texas is quite an honor.” 

The season began somewhat unremarkably, with wins over 
three non-conference opponents. But it was what happened the 
next week that gave TCU fans a sense that something special 
might be on the horizon. When Oklahoma rode into Fort Worth on 
Oct. 1, nobody knew the Sooners would experience what was for 
them a down year. Many had picked OU as the best of the Big le, 
but after a dominant, 55-24 Horned Frog triumph that featured 
418 yards of total offense from Duggan, it was clear that TCU 
was the conference favorite. 

Each of the Frogs’ next seven wins was accomplished by 10 
or fewer points. And there were some harrowing moments 
in there. They needed double overtime to subdue Oklahoma 
State, and then there was the Baylor win, which in some ways 
strained credulity. 

The Frogs trailed, 28-20, with 2:08 remaining, but a TD run by 
Emari Demercado brought TCU to within 28-26 (the two-point 
try failed). But TCU stopped the Bears, and Duggan led a nine- 
play, 46-yard drive - without timeouts - that led to a 40-yard 
game-winning field goal as time expired by Griffin Kell. On the 
last play, the Horned Frogs were able to get their entire offense 
off the field and the full placement unit on and in position in 
fewer than 15 seconds. 

“That looked like chaos, but we practice it every Thursday 
exactly like that,” Dykes said after the game. 
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Even though TCU dropped a crushing, overtime decision to 
Kansas State in the Big 12 Championship Game, its impressive 
resume was enough to earn it a spot in the CFP. And Duggan 
was outstanding all year long. He threw with precision, ran with 
abandon and made sure the Frogs never quit, no matter what the 
circumstances were. 

In the 31-28 loss to K-State, Duggan threw for 251 yards and a TD 
and ran for 110 and another score in a great display of toughness. 

“Typical Max Duggan performance,” Dykes said afterward. 

The Playoff Semifinal victory over Michigan was exhilarating. 
Despite being an underdog and expected to whither against 
Michigan’s powerful offensive line, the Horned Frogs threw 
repeated haymakers in a 51-45 triumph. 

“T thought we were definitely the most physical team on the 
field tonight,” Dykes said. “We almost outrushed Michigan by 100 
yards. Our ability to stop the run I think was a difference in the 
ballgame.” 

When the 2022 season started, it wasn’t guaranteed the 
Bulldogs would return to the College Football Playoff, but those 
willing to wager on the likelihood wouldn’t have been ridiculed 
for their decisions. Georgia welcomed back a slew of talented 
players from its ‘21 national title winner, and when the short list 
of candidates for the 2022 CFP was called, few - if any - experts 
excluded the ‘Dawgs.

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Not only were the returnees top flight, but those stepping in 
for departed stalwarts had tremendous pedigrees and plenty of 
ability themselves. Add to that the winning culture head coach 
Kirby Smart has created during his time in Athens, and there was 
a true sense that Georgia was unlikely to step away from CFP 
contention anytime soon. 

“T think the guy right now that’s the best at figuring out how to 
work the minds of his players, is Kirby Smart,” ESPN analyst Kirk 
Herbstreit said during the Las Vegas Bowl. “He’s figured a way to 
get through to them.” 

In the season opener against highly-regarded Oregon, the 
Dawgs rolled up 571 total yards en route to a 49-3 victory. UGA 
scored touchdowns on each of its first seven possessions to 
key the rout. 

“T was really proud of the way our kids played,” Smart said after 
the game. “We tried to talk about coming out and playing as if we 
were hunting, and we wanted to play connected football.” 
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The Bulldogs looked pretty connected the next couple weeks, 
but they were challenged some in a 39-2e win over Kent State 
and then needed two fourth-quarter touchdowns to overcome 
a 13-point deficit in a 26-22 win over Missouri. A trio of wins 
preceded a visit from Tennessee with SEC East primacy the 
prize. The Bulldog defense limited the high-flying Vols to just 
289 yards in a e/-13 victory. Two more SEC triumphs, including 
a tight, 16-6 decision over Kentucky, put the Bulldogs in the 
SEC title game against LSU. 

Georgia was just too much. Its 50-30 win completed a perfect 
season and established the Bulldogs as the top seed in the 
CFP. Although there were plenty of heroes for UGA, the most 
memorable play of the day came when Christopher Smith 
scooped up a blocked field goal - with the LSU players leaving 
the field - and returned it 96 yards for a touchdown. 

“You're not allowed to pick it up unless you can score with it,” 
said Smith, who looked toward the Georgia sideline to see if he 
could collect the swatted kick. 

Leading the way, as he did all year, was Heisman finalist 
Bennett, who was 23-of-29 for 274 yards and four scores. 

“T’'ve got good players around me,” Bennett said after the win. 
“T'm not that bad at football, either. We've got a good team.” 

The win established Georgia as the CFP selection committee’s 
top-ranked team and pitted it against potent Ohio State in the 
Playoff Semifinals. Despite falling behind by 14 points two times, 
including 38-24 late in the third quarter, the Dawgs kept fighting 
and won, 42-41, when Bennett hit Adonai Mitchell with a 10-yard 
TD pass with 0:54 to play. 

“They're an unbelievable team, dude. Wow,” Bennett said. “We 
fought, we fought and they were beating us, it seems like the 
whole game. And then we made a few plays, and ... unbelievable.”

Former Georgia safety Omari Hardwick starred for years in the 
Starz series “Power” and former TCU running back Aundre Dean 
starred in the movie “Carter High” about one of the best high school 
football teams in Texas history. 

Then there’s long-time actor and former UCLA quarterback Mark 
Harmon, who’s known for his roles on “NCIS” and “The West Wing”. 
His father, Tom, starred at Michigan. 

Bottom line: from Jim Brown to Alex Karras to Dick Butkus to Burt 
Reynolds to Merlin Olsen to John David Washington to many others, 
football players have always seemingly been drawn to acting. 
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Football players are used to studying video, 
participating in team meetings and practicing 
multiple times a week before performing in front of 
packed stadiums on Saturdays. Their practices and 
meetings are led by a coach. 

Acting, when you think about it, isn’t really much 
different than playing football. 

Actors often learn a skill such as former NFL 
cornerback Nnamdi Asomugha, who learned the 
saxophone for his role in “Sophie’s Way,” a 2021 
drama about a young African-American couple falling 
in love in the 60s. 

Actors study video and they meet to discuss 
scenes and characters. We know they rehearse, 
often shooting a scene a dozen times from a dozen 
different angles, or until the director deems it 
perfect. 

Finally, the film is presented for millions or the 
play is performed before a live audience. 

“T have a lot of nerves about everything I do 
before I start the process of preparing,” Asomugha 
told The Ringer. 
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There wasn't a 
week in football where I started off confident, but 
most weeks right before the game I felt like the 
most confident player in the NFL — that all happened 
because of a five-day period of studying and training.” 

The Rock, son of pro wrestler Rocky Johnson, 
played college football at Miami (FL) during a time 
when the Hurricanes had one of the nation’s best 
programs in the early 90s. 

Johnson, a defensive tackle, had drawn frequent 
praise from the coaching staff and was preparing for 
a starter’s role when a shoulder injury sidelined him. 

A sophomore named Warren Sapp moved from tight 
end to replace him. 

Well, Sapp became an All-American, a No. 1 draft 
pick and eventually a member of the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame. 

The Rock finished his collegiate career with 77 
tackles and four sacks in 39 games. He went on to 
play one game with Calgary of the Canadian Football 
League before the Stampeders cut him. 

Soon after, the Rock became a wrestler like 
his father, and he had a solid WWE career until he 
started taking the storylines that were written and 
improvising. 
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Doing so made his character come to life. His popularity soared 
and he reached WWE stardom, which led to movie opportunities. 
Acting was really an extension of what he had been doing as a 
wrestler. 

He took a football approach to his acting, making sure he worked 
with the best acting coaches and directors, which is no different 
than wanting to play for a great head coach or position coach. 

The Rock wanted to work with the best actors, who would pull 
greatness from him and teach him the nuance of acting. 

That’s no different than wanting to play with other great players 
because when the best practice against each other both players get 
better. Being a star on the big screen isn’t all that much different 
than being a football star. 

Sure, there’s a tremendous amount of work that goes into being 
successful. And, just like the really successful athletes, the best 
actors can earn more money than they can spend in a lifetime. 

But most football players become actors because they enjoy the 
process and the adrenaline rush that reminds them of the natural 
high they experienced as players. 

“T do enjoy it, otherwise I wouldn't be here,” said Butkus in a 1987 
UPI interview. “These people are looking at it much as the coaches 
in football are. If you’re not good, they're not gonna ask you back. 

“You've got people tuning in to see if you fall flat on your face, so 
there is a lot of pressure on you. I didn’t get into it because I missed 
the crowds cheering. I never did that for them. I did it for me.” 

The Butkus Award is given each year to college football's best 
linebacker. 

John David Washington has always loved football and acting. His 
father, Denzel Washington, is one of the great actors of all-time and 
the owns an Academy Award for his work on “Training Day.” 

Initially, John David drifted toward football because he figured 
the spotlight would be too much given his father’s success. 

The former Morehouse running back went to training camp with 
the St. Louis Rams before being released. 

At that point, John David figured out his father’s name would cast 
a large shadow no matter endeavor he chose, so he might as well 
follow his passion. 


Washington told CBS Early Morning. “Even though I was hiding 
what I really wanted to do.” 

Ironically, his breakout role occurred on the HBO series “Ballers”, 
where The Rock played Spencer Strasmore, the two-time All- 
American at The U who went on to become a Pro Bowler, Super Bow! 
champion and the highest-paid defensive player in the NFL. 
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DICK BUTKUS 

Dick Butkus played center and linebacker for 
Illinois from 1962-1964 and was named the 
national lineman of the year in 1964, as well 
as the AFCA and Sporting News Player of 

the Year. He went on to play for the Chicago 
Bears from 1965-73, where he was invited to 
eight Pro Bowls and was twice recognized 
as the NFL's Defensive Player of the Year. 


FRED WILLIAMS 

Fred Williams played wide receiver at 
Northwestern and defensive back in the 
NFL before heading to Hollywood. 


JOHN DAVID WASHINGOTN 

John David Washington, the “Tenant” 
star, played his college football at / / 
Morehouse and later signed with the 
Louis Rams as an undrafted free 
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JIM BROWN, WIDELY CONSIDERED THE 
BEST PLAYER IN NFL HISTORY, LEFT THE 
NFL FOR HOLLYWOOD AFTER THE 1965 
SEASON. DOING SO PAVED THE WAY FOR 
OTHER FOOTBALL PLAYERS AND, MORE 
IMPORTANT, CREATED A PATHWAY FOR 
BLACK ATHLETES TO THE MOVIES. 


Brown had just rushed for 1,544 yards - 677 more 
than runner-up Gale Sayers - and earned his third NFL 
MVP award. 

When the season ended, Brown held the NFL’s 
records for single-season and career rushing 
yards, as well as rushing touchdowns and total 
touchdowns. 

He figured making a movie in the off-season would 
be a fun way to earn some extra money, since he was 
only making about $60,000 playing football. 

Remember, star college players didn’t have NIL 
deals and professional players rarely earned even 
$100,000. Most players had 9-to-5 jobs in the off- 
season. 

Brown accepted a role in “The Dirty Dozen” and 
production ran late. Cleveland Browns owner Art 
Modell said Brown would be suspended without pay if 
he didn’t arrive in time for the start of training camp. 

Brown retired. 

“IT’S JUST LIKE FOOTBALL: I HAD TO GET THAT 
FIRST PLAY UNDER MY BELT BEFORE I’°D STOP 
TREMBLING,” Brown said in a Playboy Magazine 
interview. “I still get keyed up, but I keep it under 
control. And when I’m called to go before the 
cameras, like I used to do before a game, I just cut 
off my emotions and go act out whatever the script 
calls for me to do. 


“The only difference is that in football, we didn’t 
have a specific script; the other side wouldn't have 
followed it, anyway.” 

Fred Williamson didn’t have the acclaim Brown did 
- who could? - but he had the charisma to be a star. 

Williamson, a wide receiver at Northwestern 
moved to defensive back in the NFL, where he earned 
the nicknamed “The Hammer” because of the hard 
hits he delivered to receivers. When his career ended, 
he wanted a job that would bring in more cash. 

After all, he only earned about $9,500 a year. 

“T wasn't rich, dude,” Williamson told The 
Undefeated. “I wasn’t a high-paid football player. 
One night I’m watching television, and I see Diahann 
Carroll had a show called Julia. She was the first 
black actress to have her own television series. 

“T noticed that each week, the guest star role 
was a new boyfriend. And I said, ‘I’m better looking 
than those guys. I’m going to Hollywood to become 
Diahann Carroll's boyfriend on the Julia show.’ And 
that’s what I did.” 

This is a profession that requires mental 
toughness and tenacity to reach the top and more of 
it to stay there. 

Ina lot of ways, it’s no different than players 
having to prove themselves in spring practice or 
training camp to keep their job. 

“People think football players can’t tap into 
the emotional vulnerability of real characters,” 
Asomugha said. “I’ve heard it so often that I don’t 
think it’s ever going to leave me. It fuels me. I'll 
always go into a project with a chip on my shoulder 
because there isn’t much expected from me.” 

THE COMPETITION NEVER STOPS. 

When Calgary cut the Rock, it stoked a fire in him 
to succeed. 

“But as painful as it was to accept the dream 
is over, it also created a hunger, intensity and it 
gave me the biggest chip on my shoulder to attack 
life with a relentless ferocity,” Johnson said in an 
Instagram post. “Grit, resolve, ferocity, passion, 
relentlessness. Life is much different for me these 
days and I’m forever grateful, but that chip never 
goes away. Ever.”

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OFFENSE 


Georgia has one of the nation’s top 
offenses, averaging 39.4 points a game and 
494.9 yards of total offense in going 14-0 
entering the national championship game. 
Senior quarterback Stetson Bennett is at 
the controls, and he’s surrounded by a cast 
of playmakers and an offensive line that has 
received national recognition as one of the 
best in the land. Overall, the Bulldogs are on 
pace to set numerous school records after 
posting their second straight perfect 12-0 
regular season. 

After winning the CFP Semifinal at the 
Chick-Fil-A Peach Bowl, Bennett is 29-3 as 
a starter and has completed 68 percent of 
his passes this season for 3,823 yards and 
23 touchdowns while rushing for another 
eight. The 2022 Burlsworth Trophy winner 
and Heisman Trophy finalist, Bennett began 
his career as a walk-on. Also, he is up for the 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award, the Davey 
O’Brien Award and Walter Camp National 
Player of the Year honors. 

The offensive line returned three of five 
starters from a year ago in center Sedrick 
Van Pran, tackle Warren McClendon and 
guard Tate Ratledge. Tackle Broderick 
Jones and guard Xavier Truss round out 
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the starting unit that also relies on Devin 
Willock, Warren Ericson and Amarius Mims. 
Georgia ranks among the national leaders 
in rushing touchdowns. The running backs 
have proven adept at sharing the load. 
The veterans here include senior Kenny 
McIntosh and juniors Kendall Milton and 
Daijun Edwards. 

The Bulldogs’ aerial attack has proven 
to be difficult to defend with an array 
of targets, including arguably the best 
tight end duo in the country in sophomore 
Maxwell Award winner and Lombardi Award 
finalist Brock Bowers and junior Darnell 
Washington. They are Mackey Award 
semifinalists too. Redshirt sophomore Ladd 
McConkey is the leading wideout, followed 
by junior Marcus Rosemy-Jacksaint and 
senior Kearis Jackson. Plus the running 
backs are an option including McIntosh 
and Edwards. McIntosh had an 83-yard 
reception in the win over Georgia Tech. 

Georgia comes away with points in the red 
zone 97 percent (75-for-77) of the time and 
that leads the nation. The Bulldogs jumped 
on their opponents early, outscoring teams 
279-70 in the first half during the regular 
season, including 115-23 in the first quarter. 
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DEFENSE 


When the season began, most talk on 
the Georgia defense centered around how 
the Bulldogs had to rebuild after a record 
15 players were selected in the NFL draft, 
including five defenders in the first round. 
They would not be nearly as dominant when 
it led the nation in scoring defense at 10.2 
points a game. Georgia simply reloaded 
and has ranked among the nation’s top 
defenses again in 2Oee. 

Georgia enters the national championship 
game ranked fifth nationally in scoring 
defense allowing just 14.8 points a game. 
Also in the red zone, Georgia ranks first 
nationally, allowing points only 67 percent of 
the time including just 12 touchdowns. 

Georgia has held six of its opponents 
to a season-low in points when they faced 
the Bulldogs. Then top-ranked Tennessee 
managed just 13 points, and the Vols 
entered that game leading the country in 
scoring at 49.4 points a game while No. 11 
Oregon mustered only a field goal. In fact, 
Georgia did not allow a touchdown until 
week three when South Carolina scored 
with 53 seconds left in the game to make 
it 48-7. In the regular season, Georgia’s 
opponents scored only 13 touchdowns 
with five of those in the fourth quarter 
with the outcome long decided and another 
on special teams. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Senior Jack Podlesny, a Lou Groza Award 
finalist, handles the field goals, extra 
points and kickoffs. He ranks among the 
SEC and national leaders in scoring with 
140 points, a new Bulldog record, entering 
the national championship game. He is on 
pace to finish his career as the Bulldog 
record holder with the highest field goal 
percentage. Currently, he’s at 82.2 percent 
(60-for-73). This year, he is 25-for-30 on 
field goals and 65 for 65 on PATs. Overall, 
Podlesny ranks fifth in school history with 
354 points. During the regular season, 
he kicked off 83 times and tallied 54 
touchbacks. 
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The front-line features Lombardi Award 
finalist Jalen Carter along with Tramel 
Walthour, Mykel Williams, Zion Logue and 


Nazir Stackhouse. The featured linebackers 


are Nolan Smith, Jamon Dumas-Johnson, 
Robert Beal, Jr., Smael Mondon and Rian 
Davis. Dumas-Johnson is a Butkus Award 
finalist. In the secondary, the top Bulldogs 


include Nagurski Trophy finalist Chris Smith 


along with Kelee Ringo, Javon Bullard, 
Kamari Lassiter, Malaki Starks, Tykee 
Smith and Dan Jackson. Starks is one of 
the elite newcomers in the country and 
a semifinalist for the Shaun Alexander 
Freshman of the Year Award. 


Georgia has a pair of snappers with 
senior Payne Walker on the field for field 
goals and PATs while redshirt junior William 
Mote handles the punts. 

Freshman Brett Thorson, a native of 
Australia, has delivered when it’s time to 
punt. However, Georgia punted only 29 
times during the regular season, which 
was the fourth fewest nationally. He is 
averaging 44.0 yards. Thorson’s most 
impressive punt came in the win over No. 1 
Tennessee when he crushed one 75 yards 
and went out at the one yard line. It was 
the longest punt for a Bulldog since 2009. 
In the regular season, he boomed five for 
50+ yards and 15 resulted in fair catches. 
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The Bulldogs have blocked one punt 
this year. In the victory over Kent State, 
freshman Jalon Walker’s block resulted in 
a safety. Also, Georgia blocked a field goal 
against LSU in the SEC Championship Game 
and returned it 96 yards for a touchdown. 

In the return game, redshirt junior Ladd 
McConkey has been handling the punts 
with an 12.3 average on 16 returns while 
senior Kearis Jackson leads the squad 
with 15 kickoff returns for a 20.9 average. 
Jackson has a pair of punt returns for a 
14.5 average too.

Under the guidance of Offensive 
Coordinator/Quarterbacks Coach Garrett 
Riley, the 2022 Broyles Award winner as the 
nation’s top assistant coach, TCU boasts one 
of the country’s most high-powered offenses. 

Directing the attack is quarterback Max 
Duggan, who won the Davey O’Brien Award and 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award while finishing 
as the runner-up for the Heisman Trophy. 

TCU is one of two offenses in the nation 
to average more than 270 passing and 200 
rushing yards per game, while also scoring at 
least 30 passing and 30 rushing touchdowns. 
The Horned Frogs are the fifth-best scoring 
offense in the nation, averaging 41.1 points 
per game. 

Duggan is one of two quarterbacks in the 
FBS to pass for at least 3,300 yards and 30 
touchdowns. He has rushed for over 400 
yards. He ranks 10th in the nation in passing 
efficiency (162.3) and leads the Big 12 in 
passing yards (3,546), passing touchdowns 
(32), yards per attempt (8.9), and yards per 
completion (13.9). 

The Council Bluffs, Iowa, native is second 
in the nation with 17 passing touchdowns of 
20 or more yards. 

Junior wide receiver Quentin Johnston, 

a Biletnikoff Award semifinalist, leads the 
Horned Frogs with 59 receptions, 1,066 
receiving yards, and six touchdowns. The 
First-Team All-Big 12 selection has over 2,000 
receiving yards for his career. Fellow receiver 
Derius Davis has five receiving touchdowns 
on 37 catches, while senior Taye Barber also 
has five scoring grabs on 36 receptions. 

Running back Kendre Miller spearheads a 
strong rushing attack, ranking seventh in the 
nation with 17 rushing touchdowns. The junior 
has rushed for 1,399 yards and had a 14-game 
rushing touchdown streak during this season, 
second all-time behind LaDainian Tomlinson’s 
program record. 

First-Team All-American and Outland 
Trophy Semifinalist Steve Avila anchors TCU’s 
offensive line at the left guard position. Avila 
did not allowed a sack in 477 pass blocking 
snaps this regular season. 
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DEFENSE 


Under first-year Defensive Coordinator 
Joe Gillespie, TCU has one of the nation’s 
most improved units. 

The Horned Frogs, who led the Big le 
with three first-team all-conference 
selections on defense, are allowing 33% 
fewer rushing yards per game froma 
season ago and are tied for 10th in the 
country with 16 interceptions. 

Returning players combined with 
transfers have made a major impact on this 
side of the football for the Horned Frogs. 

Cornerback Tre’Vius Hodges-Tomlinson 
won the Paycom Jim Thorpe Award as the 
nation’s top defensive back and has been 
named to multiple All-America teams. 

He was also First-Team All-Big 12 for the 
third consecutive season. Combined with 
fellow First-Team All-Big le selection Josh 
Newton, they form arguably the nation’s 
top cornerback duo. 

Hodges-Tomlinson allowed a 38.9 
passer rating this season, lowest among 
cornerbacks in the Big le. Hodges- 
Tomlinson was First-Team All-Big le for the 
third consecutive season and Honorable 


Mention Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Under Coordinator Mark Tommerdahl, 
TCU has one of the top special teams units 
in the nation. 

The Horned Frogs have one of the most 
electric returners in the country in senior 
Derius Davis. Davis holds TCU’s program 
record for punt return touchdowns with 
five, as well as tying for the special teams 
touchdown record with six. He was a 
Football Writers Association of America 
First-Team All-American, the Big 12 Special 
Teams Player of the Year and a First-Team 
All-Big 12 selection. 

Davis is fourth in the nation averaging 
13.5 yards per punt return and tied for 
first with two punt return touchdowns this 
season. He is the FBS active leader with 
five career punt returns for touchdowns. 
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HORNED FROGS 


Newton, TCU’s leader with le pass 
breakups, allowed just 22 receptions all 
season along with a 33.6% completion 
percentage when targeted by opposing 
quarterbacks. 

Newton (ULM), Big 12 Defensive 
Newcomer of the Year Johnny Hodges 
(Navy), Mark Perry (Colorado) and true 
freshman defensive lineman Damonic 
Williams were key additions this season. 

Hodges and Perry are TCU’s top two 
tacklers with 81 and 78, respectively, with 
Jamoi Hodge third with 75. 

Senior defensive lineman Dylan Horton 
leads the Horned Frogs with 10.0 sacks 
and senior linebacker and First-Team All-Big 
12 selection Dee Winters is second at 7.5 
sacks. Winters (14.5) and Horton (13.5) are 
also tops in tackles for loss. Horton had 
four sacks in the Playoff Semifinal at the 
Vrbo Fiesta Bowl. 

In addition to Horton and Williams, 
TCU’s line is led by senior Terrell Cooper 
who leads all defensive players with 40 
career starts.

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The Presidential Oversight Committee 
named Bill Hancock Executive Director. 
Hancock had been Executive Director of 
the BCS for three years. He had become 
BCS administrator in October 2005. 


Meeting at the Dupont Circle Hotel in Washington, 
D.C., the BCS Presidential Oversight Committee 
members voted unanimously to submit legislation 

to the NCAA Board of Directors that would allow 

two institutions to participate in two post-season 
games each year-thereby officially creating the 
playoff. The presidential group adopted the format 
and policies that had been recommended by the 
commissioners June 20.

What is the most important information | should know 
about BOTOX®? 


BOTOX® may cause serious side effects that can be life 
threatening. Call your doctor or get medical help right away if 
you have any of these problems any time (hours to weeks) after 
injection of BOTOX®:

The No. 3 Georgia Bulldogs defeated 
the No. 1 Alabama Crimson Tide, 33-18, 
capturing the program’s first national 
championship in the College Football 
Playoff and first overall national title in 
4] years. 

In the contest, senior quarterback 
Stetson Bennett, a former walk-on, threw 
two touchdown passes, including scoring 
throws of 40 yards to Adonai Mitchell 
and 15 yards to Brock Bowers. Bennett 
completed 17-of-26 passes for 224 yards 
en route to being voted the Offensive 
Player of the Game. 

Georgia again leaned on its defense, 
allowing only 30 rushing yards from the Alabama and Georgia attracted 22.6 million viewers 
Tide. UGA’s title clinching touchdown tuning in across all ESPN networks, up 19 percent 
came on cornerback Kelee Ringo’s year-over-year. 
79-yard interception return of Bryce 
Young’s pass with less than a minute remaining. It was redemption for a Bulldog defensive 
unit that hadn’t allowed more than 17 points in a game before being humbled in its 41-24 
loss to Alabama in the SEC championship game on Dec. 4. The Bulldogs entered the national 
championship game allowing a nation-best 9.6 points per game. 

Junior DB Lewis Cine was named Defensive Player of the Game after collecting seven 
total tackles, including six solo stops, one from behind the line of scrimmage and a pass 
breakup. Linebackers Quay Walker and Channing Tindall led Georgia with eight tackles 
apiece, while Nolan Smith pitched in two tackles for loss. 

Georgia completed the 2021-22 campaign with a 14-1] record, capped by its first national 
title since the 1980 season under Vince Dooley. The victory also marked the first for UGA 
head coach Kirby Smart, former Alabama defensive coordinator, in five meetings with 
Crimson Tide head coach Nick Saban.

The final game of a college football 
season that was uncertain to be played 
inthe summer and filled with disruptions 
because of a pandemic ended with the CFP

AT&T Stadium in Arlington, Texas, was 
the scene of the first College Football 
Playoff National Championship—and the 
culmination of a fairy-tale ending that 
would have left Cinderella high-fiving Snow 
White. 

Cardale Jones ended spring practice 
as the No. 3 quarterback on the Ohio State 
depth chart. But when returning starter 
Braxton Miller got hurt before the season 
and J.T. Barrett got hurt in the regular- 
season finale, Jones was pressed into 
duty. His first college start came against 
Wisconsin in the Big Ten Championship 
Game, and he led the Buckeyes to a 59-0 
win. Then he guided the fourth-seeded Buckeyes past top-seeded Alabama, 42-35, in the 
College Football Playoff Semifinal. That sent Ohio State into the inaugural title game against 
second-seeded Oregon and its Heisman Trophy-winning quarterback, Marcus Mariota. 

The Ducks reached the CFP National Championship with a 59-20 victory over the reigning 
champs, Florida State. 

The unheralded Jones outdueled Mariota, throwing for 242 yards and a touchdown, 
although the biggest star for Ohio State was the guy standing behind Jones in the backfield. 
Ezekiel Elliott ran for 246 yards and four touchdowns. So in the first year of the new format, 
the new College Football Playoff National Championship trophy was placed in the hands of a 
team that ended the regular season ranked fourth.

Lora Williams likes to say she was called to be a special 
education teacher much like a pastor was called to preach.

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At the beginning of the school year, 
the College Football Playoff Foundation,

The CFP Foundation’s annual Extra 
Yard for Teachers Summit, which took place on Saturday, January 7, 2023 as part of the 
national championship weekend, featured sessions for current educators as well as 
educators of tomorrow.

Focused on improving diversity in the 
teaching workforce, the College Football 
Playoff (CFP) Foundation and Dr Pepper 
have expanded the annual Go Teach 
Dr Pepper Tuition Giveaway to include 
eligible student-athlete applicants from 
Historically Black Colleges and Universities 
(HBCU) alongside the 10 Football Bowl 
Subdivision (FBS) conferences and the 
University of Notre Dame.

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In total, this year’s grants will triple the 
number of student-athletes who will 
receive tuition grants from the program’s 
inaugural year. 

Each institution submitted 
nominations for the grants, and recipients 
of the awards were announced on the 
CFP Foundation’s Big Day for Teachers 
(Tuesday, September 20) as part of its 
Extra Yard for Teachers Week festivities. 
The grand prize winners were announced in 
December during the week of conference 
football championship games. All honorees 
will be formally announced and celebrated 
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in January leading to the 2023 CFP 
National Championship in Los Angeles. 

According to the National Center 
for Education Statistics (NCES), 
approximately 20 percent of U.S. 
educators are teachers of color, while 
students of color make up more than 
half of the overall population of all K-le 
schools. NCES studies also suggest that 
students of all races benefit from being 
taught by educators of color because they 
bring distinctive knowledge, experience 
and role modeling to all students. 

“The rebuilding of a national Black 
Teacher Pipeline takes thoughtful, 
deliberate investments,” said Sherif 
El-Mekki of the Center for Black Educator 


Development. “We are grateful and excited 
to know that Dr Pepper and the College 
Football Playoff Foundation will award 
scholarship dollars to 18 HBCU college 
scholar-athletes committed to teaching 
and leading classrooms upon graduation. 
HBCUs have always played a critical role 
in developing Black teachers, honing the 
Black Teaching Traditions and promoting 
cultural proficiency. Today is no different, 
and each of these future HBCU graduates 
will positively impact hundreds of 
students.”

That’s what Georgia got when it 
hired former Georgia player and 
Alabama defensive coordinator 
Kirby Smart to head the program in 
December of 2015. 

His impact, along with a stellar 
coaching staff, players, and a passionate fan base has put Georgia 
on the national stage. His 2021 team became UGA's first national 
champion since 1980, the first since 1982 to go undefeated in the 
SEC regular season, a No. 1 national ranking by all the major polls and 
the first ever to win 14 games. It marked the fifth straight team to 
finish the regular season ranked in the top ten of the College Football 
Playoff rankings. The team set 21 school records, highlighted by the 
nation’s top-ranked defense. The third-ranked Bulldogs defeated #2 
Michigan, 34-11, in the Capital One Orange Bowl in Miami and then No. 
1 Alabama, 33-18, in the national championship game in Indianapolis. 
The 2021 senior class set the mark for most career wins by going 
45-8, and then the 20ee senior class posted another perfect regular 
season and entered the CFP National Championship with a 48-5

Georgia’s championship season enjoyed a fitting exclamation mark 
at the 2022 NFL Draft. The Bulldogs set a Draft record with 15 players 
taken, including five defenders in the first round, led by the first 
overall selection, junior Travon Walker. 

Smart officially came home to Georgia on Dec. 6, 2015, but he had 
unfinished business as defensive coordinator at Alabama, which was 
still chasing a national title. He juggled two jobs for a month until Jan. 
11, 2016, when the Crimson Tide won its fourth national championship 
in a seven-year span. Twelve hours later, he was at work in Athens, 
where he remains one of nine head coaches at schools from Power 5 
leagues that are coaching at their alma maters. 

As a player, Smart was a four-year letterman at defensive back 
for Georgia, where he was a First-Team AII-SEC pick as a senior. He 
finished his career with 13 interceptions. A four-time member of the 
SEC Academic Honor Roll, Smart received his bachelor’s degree in 
Finance from Georgia in 1998 and his master’s in Physical Education 
from Florida State in 2003. 

The Bainbridge, Ga., native is married to the former Mary Beth 
Lycett of McDonough, Ga. She was a four-year letterwinner and 
two-year starter, on the Georgia women’s basketball team from 
2000-03. They are the proud parents of twins Weston and Julia (born 
Feb. 8, 2008) and son Andrew (born May 25, 2012). Kirby and Mary 
Beth Smart also oversee the Kirby Smart Family Foundation, which is 
focused on being champions in the community by supporting needy 
children and families facing adversity.

ATHLETICS 


The Fall 2022 semester defines the momentum in TCU’s 2e-sport athletics program. 

TCU’s proud football tradition includes a pair of national championships and a Heisman Trophy winner in 
Davey O’Brien. The 2022 team made its first College Football Playoff appearance while leading the nation 
with four individual award winners. In addition to finishing second for the Heisman Trophy, Max Duggan 
was the recipient of the Davey O’Brien National Quarterback Award and Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award. 
Tre’Vius Hodges-Tomlinson won the Jim Thorpe Award, TCU’s second recipient in the last three seasons. 
Head Coach Sonny Dykes was selected for numerous National Coach of the Year honors and Offensive 
Coordinator/Quarterbacks Coach Garrett Riley was the winner of the Broyles Award as the nation’s top 
assistant coach. 

The 2022 TCU’s women’s soccer team recorded its third straight top-10 final ranking, while volleyball 
reached the second round of the NCAA Tournament. On the hardwood, TCU’s men’s basketball program has 
been in the national top 25 this season after an NCAA Tournament appearance last year. 

Three TCU sports (equestrian, rifle and men’s tennis) were ranked No. 1 in the nation over the past year 
with beach volleyball climbing as high as No. 2. 

TCU’s baseball program is the defending Big 12 champion and has made five College World Series 
appearances since 2010. Men’s tennis also earned a Big 1e title in 2022 while capturing the ITA National 
Team Indoor Championship.

HEAD COACH 


Sonny Dykes was introduced as 
TCU’s head football coach on Nov. 
30, 2021. 

In his first season at TCU, 
Dykes has led the Horned Frogs 
to their first College Football 
Playoff appearance. Picked to 
finish seventh in the Big le, TCU 
was No. 3 in the final CFP rankings 
and just the second team to be in 
the CFP after starting the season 
unranked. 

Dykes is only the third head 
coach in the CFP era to guide his 
team to the playoff in his first 
season at the helm. He has received multiple National Coach of the 
Year honors, including Walter Camp and Home Depot. The unanimous 
Big 12 Coach of the Year, Dykes became the first head football coach 
in TCU and Big 12 history to start 12-0 in his first season. He’s just the 
fourth head coach nationally since 1996 to accomplish the feat. 

TCU was the first Big 12 team to complete the regular season with 
a 12-0 record since Texas in 2009 and the first league member to go 
9-0 in conference play since Oklahoma in 2016. TCU’s five wins over 
ranked opponents ties for the national lead this season. 

Dykes arrived at TCU after serving the previous four seasons 
as head coach at SMU, where he guided the Mustangs to three 
consecutive winning seasons for the first time since the mid-1980s. 

Before SMU, Dykes served as an offensive analyst for TCU in 2017. He 
was instrumental in the Horned Frogs posting an 11-3 record, reaching 
the Big 12 Championship Game and finishing with a No. 9 national 
ranking after a 39-37 victory over Stanford in the Alamo Bowl. 

Dykes also served as head football coach at Cal (2013-16) and 
Louisiana Tech (2010-12). 

While at Cal, Dykes took a team from one win in 2013 to an 8-5 
record two years later and a victory over Air Force at the Lockheed 
Martin Armed Forces Bowl. He developed quarterback Jared Goff into 
the No. 1] overall pick in the 2016 National Football League Draft. 

Dykes came to Cal after spending three seasons as head coach at 
Louisiana Tech. After inheriting a LA Tech team that was 4-8 the year 
before his arrival, it took Dykes just two seasons to lead the Bulldogs 
to the 2011 WAC title. 

Prior to becoming a head coach, Dykes worked as an assistant in 
the Pac-12, Big 12 and SEC under Mike Stoops (Arizona), Mike Leach 
(Texas Tech) and Hal Mumme (Kentucky). 

The son of legendary Texas Tech football coach Spike Dykes, Sonny 
Dykes began his collegiate coaching career at Navarro College (1995- 
96) in Corsicana, Texas.

ESPN TALENT 


CHRIS FOWLER | 


Chris Fowler, who has progressed at ESPN over a quarter-century to be one of the most respected hosts and play-by-play 
commentators in television, appears on many of ESPN’s marquee properties, primarily in college football and Grand Slam tennis. He 
became the play-by-play for the ABC Saturday Night Football booth in 2014, and currently works alongside analyst Kirk Herbstreit and 
reporter Holly Rowe. Fowler and Herbstreit ushered in the new era in college football, teaming up to work a College Football Playoff 
Semifinal game and the College Football National Championship. He served as the host for College GameDay, the network’s Emmy- 
winning Saturday morning college football preview show, 1990 - 2014. It won the Sports Emmy for Best Weekly Studio Show in 2008, 
2010, 2011, 2013 and 2014. 

a He also has hosted ESPN’s Heisman Trophy Presentation since the network began its coverage of the event in 1994 and ESPN’s 
The Home Depot College Football Awards show from its inception in 1993 to 2013. In addition, he was the play-by-play voice of ESPN’s 
Thursday night college football games from 2006-09 after previously serving as a sideline reporter, beginning in 1988. 


KIRK HERBSTREIT | 


Widely recognized as one of the best college football minds of his generation, Kirk Herbstreit has served as an analyst for ESPN’s 
1e-time Sports Emmy Award-winning College GameDay Built by The Home Depot remote college football studio show since August 
1996, when he joined then-host Chris Fowler and co-analyst Lee Corso. For his efforts there, he has earned five Sports Emmy Awards 
- three times for Best Studio Analyst and twice for Outstanding Event Analyst. Herbstreit is the game analyst for ABC Saturday Night 
Football, broadcast television’s first weekly prime-time college football game, since the series debut in 2006.

He earned a degree in business administration in 1993 from the Ohio State University, where he was a four-year letterman with the Buckeyes as a quarterback 
(1989-92). During his senior season in 1992, he served as a starter and team captain, and was recognized as team MVP and most motivational player. He was former 
Ohio State coach John Cooper’s first signee. 

Herbstreit is a Centerville, Ohio native. His father, Jim, a former player and captain at Ohio State (1958-60) went on to serve as an assistant coach (1960-61 
— national champs in 1961) under the legendary Woody Hayes and also coached with Bo Schembechler at Miami (Ohio). Jim and Kirk are one of only two father-son 
tandems to each serve as captain of their Ohio State teams in the history of the program. 


HOLLY ROWE | 


Holly Rowe celebrates more than 20 years as one of ESPN’s most versatile commentators. Covering a wide variety of sports for ESPN, 
Rowe joined the network full time in August 1998 after appearing on select ESPN telecasts in 1997 and ABC Sports in 1995-96. Rowe 
is areporter on a number of high-profile events and programming - ABC Saturday Night Football, Big Monday men’s college basketball, 
Women’s Final Four, Women’s College World Series, NCAA indoor and beach volleyball national championships and the WNBA. 

Rowe has also provided play-by-play commentary for women’s college basketball, softball, volleyball and gymnastics. In addition, 
Rowe has covered soccer, swimming, track & field and the Little League World Series of baseball and softball for ESPN. She also serves 
as a TV commentator for the Utah Jazz when not on assignment for ESPN. 

Rowe has also provided play-by-play for women’s college basketball and women’s college volleyball for Fox Sports from 1993-2003. 
She was one of four play-by-play announcers on ESPN's coverage of the 1998 Women’s World Cup and has hosted ESPN’s coverage of 
the Running of the Bulls. She was also the analyst for the WNBA’s Utah Starzz until the franchise moved to San Antonio. Rowe served as the play-by-play voice for BYU 
women’s basketball, volleyball and gymnastics from 1993-2009 and as a BYU and Air Force football sideline reporter for the Blue and White Sports Network from 1993-97. 

Rowe has worked as a sports reporter and anchor for outlets in Salt Lake City including KSL Radio, Fox 13 TV, KBYU TV, BYU Sports Network and KFNZ Radio. She 
graduated from the University of Utah with a broadcast journalism degree. While at Utah, Rowe was a sportswriter for the Daily Utah Chronicle and the Davis County 
Clipper, and anchored the campus TV station news. 

Emmy-winning Rowe is a producer and writer of documentaries and features that have aired on KBYU TV, ESPN and FOX 13 TV in Salt Lake City. Currently in treatment 
for Stage IV Metastatic Melanoma, Rowe has become a tireless advocate for cancer research and prevention.

Sean McDonough is one of sports television's most versatile broadcasters. He is a leading play-by-play commentator for ESPN 
~~ college football and National Hockey League games, in addition to calling college basketball and golf majors, including the PGA 
- 7) Championship and the annual Par 3 Contest at The Masters. McDonough returned to ESPN's college football broadcast team in 2018, 
where he calls a premier game each week, as well as one of the College Football Playoff Semifinals and the national championship game 
on ESPN Radio. McDonough has been with ESPN since 1989 - with the exception of 1996-99, when he worked exclusively for CBS. 
a Previously the voice of Monday Night Football (2016-17), McDonough has covered the World Series, NCAA Final Four, the Olympic 
d Games and all four major golf championships, among other marquee events during his accomplished career. 

Lo] McDonough was the television play-by-play announcer for the Boston Red Sox from 1988-2004, during which time he was honored 
four times with the New England Sports Emmy Award for Outstanding Play-by-Play. He spent 10 years at CBS Sports and was the lead 
college football play-by-play announcer from 1997-99. During his decade at CBS, McDonough provided commentary for a diverse array 

of sporting broadcasts, including men’s and women’s college basketball, NFL, The Masters and PGA Championship, and US Open Tennis. 

Anative of Boston, McDonough graduated cum laude from Syracuse University in 1984. In 2014, McDonough was named to the Hall of Fame for WAER, Syracuse 
University’s noncommercial radio station where he began his sports broadcasting career as a student. The Sports Media Center at Syracuse’s S.I. Newhouse School 
of Public Communications also honored McDonough in July 2016 with the Marty Glickman Award. Presented annually to a Newhouse alum, “The Marty” recognizes 
excellence in the field of sports media. Earlier this year, he received the George Arents Award - the University’s highest honor - as one of Syracuse’s most accomplished 
and talented alumni. 

In 2012, McDonough was diagnosed with Superior Canal Dehiscence Syndrome (SCDS), a rare condition that required surgery to repair a hole in the bone near his 
left ear. After a successful procedure and recovery, McDonough continues to raise awareness for SCDS. 


TODD BLACKLEDGE | 


Todd Blackledge, who returned to ESPN in 2006 after nearly a decade at CBS, is an analyst for many of the network’s college 
football events, including College Football Primetime. Blackledge is an analyst alongside play-by-play announcer Sean McDonough, 
with sideline reporter Molly McGrath. He also is a regular contributor to College GameDay, SportsCenter and ESPN Radio. Blackledge 
began his broadcast career as a sports-talk radio host in Ohio, while also doing analysis for the Indianapolis Colts’ preseason, the Big 
East Network and for ESPN. He also worked on the Emmy Award-winning Penn State Football Story. 

As the standout quarterback at Penn State, Blackledge started for the Nittany Lions from 1981 to 1983, going 31-5 through three 
y | . seasons. After leading Penn State to the national championship in 1982, Blackledge won the Davey O’Brien Award as the nation’s 

most outstanding quarterback, and he finished sixth in the Heisman Trophy voting. His passer rating was 10th among the nation’s 
quarterbacks that season. 

In the 1983 NFL Draft, Kansas City selected Blackledge seventh overall. He played for the Chiefs for five seasons before joining the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1988. 
He retired in 1989. Blackledge was one of seven former NCAA student-athletes selected to receive the 2008 Silver Anniversary Award, which recognizes former 
student-athletes who completed successful collegiate careers and have gone on to excel in their chosen professions. That same year, along with seven other former 
NFL players, Blackledge visited U.S. troops in the Middle East, where he coached in the USO’s flag football tournament, Operation Gridiron: Huddle with the Troops. 

In 2009, he was awarded Penn State’s Distinguished Alumni Award. He is a member of Penn State’s Board of Visitors for Penn State’s Center for Sports Journalism. 

Blackledge received a Bachelor of Arts degree in speech communication from Penn State in 1983, graduating Phi Beta Kappa. A first-team Academic All-American, 
he also earned the Eric Walker Award that year from Penn State, given annually to the senior believed to have most “enhanced the esteem and recognition of the 
University.” Blackledge lives in Canton, Ohio. In the offseason, he coaches high school basketball. 


KRIS BUDDEN | 


Kris Budden is a sideline reporter for ESPN/ABC’s college sports coverage, including football, basketball and baseball. Prior to 
joining ESPN, Budden was a sideline and feature reporter for FOX Sports, covering NFL and college football from 2013-15. During that 
time, Budden also worked for FOX Sports San Diego as a host and reporter for their coverage of the San Diego Padres. 

Budden also spent six years at WBIR in Knoxville. Some of the notable events she covered included the 2012 London Olympics, 
NCAA men’s and women’s tournaments and Pat Summitt’s retirement. She also won an Associated Press Best Sports Feature Award. 

She has been recognized for her excellence in sports broadcasting, having received an Associated Press Award for Best Sports, 
as well as a regional Emmy for Best Talent in Sports in 2016. Budden graduated from the University of Missouri. She and her husband 
currently reside in Dallas with their son Jace and daughter Landyn. 


IAN FITZSIMMONS | 


Tan Fitzsimmons is a field analyst and reporter for ESPN Radio covering college football and NFL games. He has been in his current 
role since 2013. He is also a co-host of the weeknight ESPN Radio show Freddie and Fitzsimmons, alongside Freddie Coleman. 

Fitzsimmons has been a key part of the network’s studio and college football live event programming over the years, including a past 
radio show with ESPN college football analyst Kirk Herbstreit and contributions to many regular season and bowl game broadcasts. Prior 
to his on-air work at the network, Fitzsimmons joined ESPN Radio as a producer for the studio show GameNight. 

His first regular radio role was on WSPZ-AM in Alabama in 1994. He also hosted a show called The Cheap Seats on WJOX-AM. In 
addition, Fitzsimmons spent time at radio stations in Salt Lake City and Dallas.

MARCUS MARIOTA 


Mariota led the Oregon Ducks to a College Football 
Playoff semifinal victory over Florida State and a 
berth in the inaugural CFP National Championship, 
coming up just short vs. Ohio State. Still, his 671 total 
yards passing in the 2014-15 postseason rank fifth 
on the CFP’s all-time list, after he completed 50-of-73 
passes with four touchdowns. 


Henry ran for 158 yards on 36 attempts with three 
touchdowns, helping Alabama to its first CFP title 
over Clemson in 2016. Henry’s 158 yards for the 
Tide rank as the second-highest rushing output in 
a CFP National Championship, while his 233 rushing 
yards over the Playoff Semifinals and national 
championship game that year rank fourth. 


Mayfield gave his best in Oklahoma’s 2018 appearance 
in the Playoff Semifinal at the Rose Bowl Game. 
Though his Sooners fell just short in an overtime loss 
to Georgia, Mayfield’s 41 passing attempts (26-of- 

4], 311 yards, 2 TD) rank fourth in Playoff Semifinal 
games. He even caught a touchdown pass from 
CeeDee Lamb in the waning seconds of the first half.

Murray ran for 109 yards and one touchdown vs. 
Alabama in the 2018 Playoff Semifinal at the Capital 
One Orange Bowl. His 109 rushing yards still rank 

as the second-most by a quarterback in the Playoff 
Semifinals. Murray also completed 19 passes on 37 
attempts for 308 yards and two touchdowns to lead 
the Sooners’ effort. 


Smith gave a terrific performance in the final game 
of his college career with le catches for 215 yards 
and three touchdowns, all in the first half of the 2021 
CFP National Championship. He was named Offensive 
Player of the Game as the Tide downed Ohio State, 
52-24. Smith bookended his career with two national 
championships in four seasons, after catching the 
overtime game winner vs. Georgia in 2018. 


Burrow’s 463 passing yards and eight consecutive 
completions in LSU’s national championship victory 
over Clemson rank second and third, respectively, 
on the CFP title game list, and his 60 completions 
between that game and the Playoff Semifinal at the 
Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl are the second-most ever. In 
addition, he set a Playoff Semifinal record with 493 
passing yards against Oklahoma in the Peach Bowl. 


After also winning the Maxwell and Davey O’Brien 
Awards, Young became the fifth sophomore ever to 
win the Heisman and Alabamea’s first QB to capture 
the trophy. He finished the regular season with 
4,322 passing yards, 43 touchdowns and just four 
interceptions, leading the Tide to a 12-1 overall 
record, the 2021 SEC title and the top seed in the 
College Football Playoff.
